STEAMER HIT 
ICEBER8 AT SEA 


Tbs Columbia Hid Narrow Es­ 
cape From Destruction. 


ARRIVES

Ton* of Ice Tumbled Down on Deck, 


But No On# W et Injured— Accident 


Occurred During Fog. 


New York, 
Aug. 
7.—Tho Anchor 
line stemmer Columbia, which struck 
an iceberg at aes, arrived here 
The stem of the ship above water 
was sm ashed In. 
The hull appeared 
Intact below 
the 
water 
line. 
The 
officers were not very willing to talk 
about the accident, but it was learned 
that it occurred at 7 o’clock on W ed­ 
nesday evening. August 2, in lattitude 
48 32, longitude 48 48. 
The passengers were at dinner In 
the main saloon when the crash came. 
It is said the shock was not groat, end 
the steam er's ofBcers spread quickly 
about the decks, saloons and steer­ 
ages reassuring tho passengers, so 
that what little alarm appeared at 
the tim e soon subsided, and all who 
could went forward on deck to see 
what was the matter. 
The steam er had been stopped dead, 
owing to the dense fog which pre­ 
vailed, and the captain was on the 
bridge when, without warning from 
the lookout or other officer, the sharp 
stem rut 
into an iceberg, 
bringing 
down on the deck tons of ice. 
So 
suddenly had the accident occurred 
that no one was aware of icebergs, 
and even after the steam er struck the 
berg was not visible to its full extent. 
The steam er’s 
engines 
were re­ 
versed. a hasty inspection was made 
of the forepeak to see lf the water 
was com ing in. and men were sent 
over the side to learn the extent of 
the dam age After a little tim e it was 
seen that the damage was not seri­ 
ous and the steam er proceeded slow ly 
until 
daylight, when 
canvas 
was 
stretched over the bow to keep out 
the water when the steam er forged 
ahead. 
After this 
was secure 
the 
steam er proceeded without further ac-

Sheep Industry In Amerioa. 


The practice of renting rams for 
service is a very good one, and Ha a 
means of developing our sheep Indus 
try It should be extremely useful, 
writes George MoKerrow in the Breed 
er's Gazette. 
English breeders uot 
only rent their good nims, but often 
take in a few ewes to make nj) a sea­ 
son’s work for a noted sire. 
Of course 
we must real!/.** that their conditions 
are much more favorable to such a 
system than ours. 
England is an ex 
eeodiugly small country compared to 
th** United States, and furthermore 
each breed has its own district, inside 
of which nearly all the breeders are 
located. 
The fees charged iller** for 
the best rams seem extremely high to 
Americans. 
Last season ii prominent 
Shropshire breeder received JKJ.”* per 
ewe for iii** service of a ram. 
How 
ever, tile get of tills rani had won th** 
lion’s share of th** leading showing 
honors. 
In other cases tin* ram is 
rented out for use oil an entire flock, 
and the charge is from $’2o up, vary­ 
ing with th** quality of tin* ram. 
The 
highest rent for ii season’s work tiiat 
we know of is $430. 
British breeders
